that the units of the 57th Gds Mtz Rifle Div stationed in Naumburg . 
were assembled in the Lossa area prior to 12 February and that in 
addition to the shipments of elements of the division from the Lossa 
area to the Zeitz-Gera area between 12 and 14 February, other units 
moved to the Seitz-Gera area by road* This possibility had previously 
been mentioned in the reference report* 


3* 1 I Co mment* The train is fairly definitely believed to have 

carried elements of the 117th Gds Mtz Rifle Regt of the 39th Gds 
Mtz Rifl© Div, which went from Me in in gen to Ohrdruf for a 2-day 
advanced combat practice firing* I
